At the annual meeting of the Fire 
Department, the secretary, G. E. Pe­ 
ters, reported that during

the department has answered twenty- 
six calls, of which twelve were for 
fires and 
fourteen 
of 
them 
were 
where neither water

chemical 
was turned on. 
Eleven of the alarms 
came at night and fifteen in the day­ 
time. 
The cost to the city for the service 
of the firemen during the year was

SENSITIVE PLANTS. 


Sunshine at Night Doesn't Fool tho 
Flowers In the Arctic. 
The sensitiveness of plants Is a never 
failing interest to all lovers of the 
woods and fields. Like a human being 
sensing a fall in the barometer and 
the coining of a rainstorm, so the 
clover in the meadow feels and shots 
its leaves. 
A close observer says that 
a field that was white with blossoms 
has suddenly become quite changed 
by the approach of a heavy cloud or 
the falling of a light shower. 
The common chickweed opens its 
blossom only when the sun is shining 
and counts on only the bright hours. 
When it closes its blossoms rain in­ 
variably follows. 
The sea purslane 
has the same h a b it 
It never opens in 
cloudy weather and closes when tile 
sun is low, about to sink. 
The scarlet 
pimpernel never exposes its flowers to 
a shower. 
One of the naturalists in an arctic 
expedition noticed that, although the 
summer sun shone through the nights, 
the plants made no mistake, but when 
the sun got round to the west they 
closed up as if the sun had really set. 
The common “four o’clock” almost 
always closes its flowers at that hour, 
aud so many plants have that instinct 
that Linnaeus made a floral clock of 
flowering plants, each of which had its 
time for closing. The wood sorrel ii At 
only drops its leaves and shuts its pur­ 
ple veined flowers when It rains, but 
does the same if the ground near by 
is struck with a stick.

EGGS THAT CROAK. 


Y ou n g Crocodiles A re 
H eard 
Before 
T h ey A re Hatched. 
That young unhatched crocodiles u t­ 
ter an audible croaking cry within the 
eggs in which they ure laid Is averred 
by Knowledge, and it adds the cry is 
so loud and distinct that it can be 
heard when the eggs are buried under 
one or two yards of sand. 
Dr W. A. La rn horn tested the fact 
ut Lagos on the West African coast 
He heard a croaking noise from below 
a dry path, and. digging in the path 
to investigate the cause, he discovered 
thirteen crocodile’s eggs at a depth of 
about eighteen inches. 
All the young 
crocodiles hatched out within half an 
flour of being dug up. 
So far back as 1899 Dr. Voeltzkow 
noticed that unhatched Madagascar 
crocodiles uttered a cry from the egg 
at a depth of two yards and that any 
shock, as of a heavy tread, near the 
egg caused the baby crocodiles to pro­ 
duce tills sound “ with the mouth closed, 
us we produce hiccup sounds." In this 
way they inform the female crocodile 
when slie visits the nest that they 
want her aid, whereupon she scrapes 
the sand away uud they emerge.

He goes by the nickname of "Gavvy’’ or “Cactus.”

He is five feet ten inches tall, and weighs 186 pounds. 
He silent most of his early life at Santa Ana, Cal. 
He prayed baseball as a catcher on the local nigh school team. 
He left home at the age of fifteen years to make his fortune, and 
for three years didn’t see a baseball. 
He worked at various jobs during these three years, and eventual­ 
ly learned to be a telegraph operator. 
He first played semi-pro ball at San Diego. 
He began his professional baseball career at 
Los 
Angeles 
as a 
catcher. 
He was shifted to the outfield because of lack of good outfield ma­ 
terial, and has played there ever since. 
He played for five years at Los Angeles before he 
gained admit­ 
tance to the major leagues. 
He was the property of three American League clubs 
in 
succes­ 
sion, the Red Sox, White Sox and Washington, failing to make good in 
every case. 
He, was taken to Minneapolis of the American Association by Joe 
Cantillon in 1909, where he remained three year*. 
During these three years he made a great reputation, and was an­ 
nually drafted by major league clubs. 
His experience was a glaring arraignment of the draft rules which 
allow a star to be smothered indefinitely in the minors. 
He was finally accorded to Pittsburgh by draft, only to 
have 
the 
claim annulled in favor of a prior purchase by Horace Fogel. 
He wrent to Philadelphia in 1912 for $4000. 
He claims that he began his big league experience in earnest on his 
thirtieth birthday. 
His greatest year was the season of 1913, when lie batted for .341, 
led the league in number of lilts and total bases, and drove in a record 
number of runs. 
He claims that he Is not a comeback, but rather started late. 
He is a slow' runner, a mediocre fielder, and an unknown quantity 
on inside baseball. 
But he is one of the greatest slugging hitters w'ho 
ever lived. 
In his youth he played professional football, but his favorite sports 
at present are hunting and fishing. 
He Is married, and has one child—a daughter. 
His winter home is at Laguna Beach, near Santa Ana, Cal.

He left home at the age of fifteen years to make bis fortune, and 
for three years didn’t see a baseball. 
He worked at various jobs during these three years, and eventual­ 
ly learned to be a telegraph operator. 
He first played semi pro ball at Ban Diego. 
He began his professional baseball career at

as a 
catcher. 
Ho was shifted to tile outfield because of lack of good outfield ma­ 
terial, and has played there ever since. 
He played for five years at Los Angeles before he 
gained admit­ 
tance to the major leagues. 
He was the property of three American League clubs 
iii 
succes­ 
sion, the Red Sox, W hite Sox and Washington, failing to make good iii 
every case. 
He, was taken to Minneaiwdis of tho American Association by Joe 
Cantilhm in 1909, where lie remained three year-. 
During these three years lie mad.- a great reputation, and was an­ 
nually drafted by major league clubs. 
His experience was a glaring arraignment of the draft rules which 
allow a star to be smothered indefinitely in the minors. 
He was finally accorded to Pittsburgh by draft, only to 
have 
the 
claim annulled in favor of a prior purchase by Horace Fogel. 
Ile went to Philadelphia iii 1912 for $4000. 
He claims that he began his big league experience in earnest 
on his 
thirtieth birthday. 
His greatest year was the season of 1913, when he batted for .341, 
led tile league in number of lilts ami total bases, and drove in a record 
number of runs. 
He claims that lie is not a comeback, but rather started late 
He is a slow runner, a mediocre fielder, and an unknown quantity 
on inside baseball. 
But he is one of the greatest slugging hitters who 
ever lived.
